Fred Brown, notorious Omaha kidnaper, is dead; Roy 


Smith, Omaha store robber, was dangerously shot but is ex- 
pected to recover; C. E. Morse, prison guard, is dead; and

his left arm, as the result of an unsuccessful attempt made 
by Brown and Smith to shoot and blast their wav out the 
front gates of the state penitentiary at 3 p. m.

11, 1906. He was next received as 
Fred Brown, on February 7. 1920, 
to serve one to ten years for re- 
ceiving and concealing stolen au- 
tomobiles in Douglas county. He 
was paroled July 27, 1921, and was 
discharged February 21, 1922. 


He was next received November 


14, 1922, to serve a life 
sentence 


for kidnapping In Douglas county. 
He was 41 years of age, at death.

They returned to t'neir 
wpik or went back to the athletic 
field to play, as s>'ooii as the pro- 
cession passed to the hospital. 
"That's all right, boys—you did 


fine! Now let's all go back to work! 
It's all over!" shouted the warden 
to the curious groups who had as- 
sembled outside the ouildings to 
see the finale of the drama. 
The 
groups gradually broke up and re- 
turned to their work benches. 
Rather than hampering the war- 


den in his fight, 
many 
of

prisoners betrayed a personal In- 
terest in his safefy by shouting ad- 
vice to him. 
"Look out, warden! You'll get hit 


Move over this 
way!" and similar warnings were 
hailed to him from the convicts. 
The new bath house, a one-story

Fred Brown, leader ot the at- 


tempted prison break Monday after- 
noon, was known also 
as 
Gus 


Grimes and Ernest Bush. He was 
sentenced to life Imprisonment in 
Omaha Oct. 13, 1922, for kidnaping 
with intent to commit criminal as- 
cault. 


Tfiat sentence halted a long career 


of widely varied crime, that Brown 
began at the age of 16, so far a: 
police records show, when he was 
convicted of the murder of an eld- 
erly couple in Dundy county. 
He 


went to the Nebraska penitentiary 
under the name of Ernest Bush and 
was pardoned seven years later. 


Then the "chain man" shifted hjs 


scene of action to Iowa.. He was 
convicted on June 1, 1910, for break- 
ng and entering and committed to 
the Iowa prison, again under the 
name Ernest Bush, but escaped 
four years later. He was recaptured, 
but because of his apparently good 
record 'while at large and hTs wife 
and children, he was paroled in 
July, 1918. 


Two years later he was picked up 


in Omaha with a stolen automobile. 
A. pistol was taken away from him 
by the officers, but he "pulled" .an- 
other on the way to the station 
and vainly attempted to overpower 
tha policemen. 


His desperate attempt to escape 


excited suspicion, and charges came 
thick and fast. He was identified as 
the man who had shot and wounded 
Officer Robert Samardick in No- 
vember, 1920, as the one who robbed 
a store at Clarks, Neb. He pleaded 
guilty on Feb. 8, 1920, to the grand 
larceny charge and was given a 
sentence of 1 to 10 years in the Ne- 
braska prison, and was later pa- 
roled. 


Then came the most spectacular 


chapter of his life, the one that won 
him the name of "chain man." 


His capture was made in Wyo- 


ming, June 16, 1922, after a spec- 
tacular chase leading through Ne- 
braska, Colorado 
and 
Wyoming, 


after he'had held Mrs. Roy Jenkins 
and Katharine McManan captives 
in his half-completed shack m Ben- 
son, Neb., a suburb of Omaha, for 
28 hours. He had also chained H. 
E. Boyd, a truck driver who had 
attempted to rescue the women. 


Brown had offered the two women 


a ride in his automobile as they 
stood on a downtown street corner 
in Omaha, it was claimed, and in- 
stead of taking: them to their des- 
tination, took them to Benson and 
bound them in the cellar of his 
shanty with a log chain. This was 
on May 27. After the women had 
escaped and given the alarm Brown 
fled from Omaha and came to Lin- 
coln, where he created a reign of 
terror in the vicinity of Twenty- 
first and O streets. 


Officers searched for him 
for 


several days, often 
almost 
close 


enough to him to touch him, yet 
failing to discover his hiding place, 
such was the man's genius for con- 
cealment. 


Recognized on Street. 


Once when he left his place of 


hiding to ssek food he was recog- 
nized on the street of Lincoln near 
Twenty-first and O by Miss Viola 
Dingman, who knew him. Passers- 
by, however failed to resnpnd read- 
ily enough to her cry of recogni- 
tion, and lie again escaped. 


Slipping out of Lincoln, though 


officeis were still searching for 
him here, he left a trail across^thc 
length of the state, being seen in 
several western Nebraska towns, 
it was thought a6 the time. He was 


with a "Wyoming posse, in which 
he was wounded. 
He had 
taken 
a 
considerable 


amount of canned goods and offi- 
cers believed that he intended to 
hide for a period of weeks m the 
Jackson Hole country, in Wyoming, 
where he is said to have been a 
rancher at one time. At the time of 
his capture he was driving a car 
stolen from Belmont, police said. 


Paroled from the Nebraska peni- 


tentiary under the name of Ernest 
Bush, where he had served a part of 
a sentence on a charge of receiving 
and 
selling 
stolen 
automobiles, 


Brown was captured near Medicine 
Bow, Wyo., after being wounded by 
the "Wyoming officers, and arrived 
in Lincoln on a stretcher June 21, 
weak from loss of blood from his 
wounds. 


Left Long Trail. 


He came in custody of "Warden 


Fenton and Gus Hyors, then state 
sheriff, who had followed his trail 
across the state and had 
been 


searching for him in "Wyoming. 


Stopping at Medicine Bow, Brown 


was met by a posse 
which had 


been notified of his <-."capade. See- 
ing arms in his car the posse ap- 
proached him. 


Brown rushed to get behind a 


boulder, but was shot above the 
heart by a 
member- of the posse. 


He was rushed to Medicine Bow. 
and then to Rawlins for treatment, 
and was critically ill in the peni- 
tentiary hospital for some time. He 
never fully recovered his health, 
it was said. 


The beginning of the end of the 


chase came for him about 40 miles 
north of Medicine Bow, when 
he 


was recognized by John Burnett, 
farmer, who knew Brown when he 
had worked in that vicinity 
as 


Ernest Bush. Burnett notified of- 
ficials, who took up the trail. 


License plates aided in the cap- 
ture of the kidnaper, when a store- 
keeper in Little Medicine Bow took 
the numbers and telephoned them to 
Cheyenne, where officers compared 
them, found them to be those of a 
car thought to have been stolen by 
Brown. The net was quickly closed. 


Charged Many Crimes. 


Though tried only on the kidnap- 


ing charge, a number 
of crimes 


\vere attributed to Brown, includ- 
ing the shooting of the Sefkins oi' 
station employe in Omaha, firing 
at Walter Schroeder,,assistant pa- 
role officer, in Lincoln, theft of 
three cars in Omaha and Lincoln, 
robbery of the Bngham Cleaning 
works, in Lincoln, and the robbery 
of two officers at Sidney and at 
Dix, in addition to hold-ups and 
obberies in Cheyenne. 
Brown's claim was tha« .the two 


Omaha women had threatened to 
tell of his hidden loot, the product 
of a number 
of 
burglaries 
in 


Omaha, committed while he was on 
rarole from the penitentiary, 
and 


;hat he had only chained them up 
,n order to give him time to es- 
cape. 


He was short in stature, but was 


of heavy build through the chest 
and trunk, with long arms. 
He 


walked with a slight stoop, and 
lad quick, unsteady brown eyes. He 
lad a ready smile, which exposed 
a. laige amount of gold dental work. 


About a year ago Brown was in- 


:erviewed at the state prison by a 
Star representative, and at 
that 


line asserted his plan to remain in 
.he prison until the end. He did not 
believe that he would ever get a 
larole, and in fact did not wish one, 
le said, since he would be too old 
.0 start again. He thought that he 
ia.d "got the small end of the game, 
but that there was nothing that 
finally captured after a gun battle could be done about it.

. Dr. Charles L. Egbert's conviction 
of manslaughter and his sentence 
of 10 years in the penitentiary for 
the 
killing: 
of 
his 
son-in-law 
Charles Roy Gordon, in a. family 
quarrel at Hastings on February 
12, 1923, are upheld by, the 
Ne- 
braska Supreme •fourt in a decision 
handed down Tuesday. 
The high court overrules Egbert's 
plea in defense that the revolvei 
which he had in his hand went off 
accidentally, firing two shots, one 
of which struck Gordon and passed 
through his 
heart. 
Its opinion 
written by Judge Day, holds that 
the pointing of the gun at Gordon 
in itself constituted 
an unlawful 
assault and that its discharge, even 
if unintentional, in such a situation! 
was 
sufficient 
ground 
for 
the 
charge of manslaughter. The evi- 
dence is found adequate to sustain 
the conviction. 
Verbal declarations said to have 
been made by Dr. Egbert after the 
shooting -were properly allowed as 
.testimony at the trial and. corro- 
borated by other facts, furnished 
ample basis for the jury's verdict 
of guilty, the opinion says. 
The 
court also holds that there was 
nothing- improper in presenting the 
clothing- of the slain man as an ex- 
hibit at the trial. 


Safety Catch Figures. 
Gordon was shot and killed at 


the Eg-bert home in the presence of 
his wife, 
Dr. Egbert's daughter. 
She and her husband had- just ar- 
rived there. Egbeet. claimed the re- 
volver was lying on a table and 
he picked it up without intending 
to shoot, but that Gordon rushed 
upon him and atempted to wrest 
the weapon out of his hand, when 
it went off. 
The 
gun was 
ain 
automatic 
shooter, and Judge Day's opinion 
points out that it could not have 
been 
discharged, 
even 
though 
loaded, until the safety catch was 
released and the 
trigger _ pulled, 


and. that it would then continue 
shooting until the pressure on the 
trig-ger was released. Evideince at 
the trial disclosed that while lying 
on the table the safety catch was 
set, and that it must have been 
released after Egbert took hold of 
it.All contentions 
of the defense 
relative to alleged erroneous in- 
structions by the trial court are 
overruled. 
The Egbert case has been twice 


before the Supreme court. On the 
first occasion 
his conviction for 


second degree murder aind the sen- 
tence of 15 years in the peniten- 
tiary were reversed because of an 
improper instruction to the jury. 
The second trial 
resulted in his 


conviction for manslaughter.

Hatland Bartholomew before 
the 


chamber of commerce Monday, P. 
D. Tomson, chairman' of the city 
planning- committee said:

planning purposes emphasized the

FRENCH SCHEDULED 


TO DEPART SHORTLY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
29.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—With little 
more than forty-eight hours for ac- 
tual negotiations, unless the de- 
parture of the "French mission is 
postponed, another meeting of the 
negotiators attempting a settlement 
of the French debt has been called 
for today. 
Facing this situation, the heads 


of the two'groups decline to admit 
that an actual stalemate had been 
reached and some members of the 
American commission profess 
to 


believe that an improvement had 
been noted within the last twenty- 
fours. This feeling is not unanim- 
nous. 
- The original French offer roughly 
was to begin paying ?25,000,000 
a 
year and to increase the payments 
during ten years at a regular rate. 
The average payment for a period 
of sixty-two years is understood to 
have been $90,000,000 annually. M. 
Caillaux raised the initial payment 
for 1926 to $30,000,000, retaining the 
same average of $90,000,000 yearly. 
The American felt an average of 
perhaps $165.000,000 annually dur- 
ing the sixty-two year period would 
be better, 
although 
they did not 
raise any difficulties respecting the 
French 
payments for 
the 
first 


years. 


Calliaux Raises Average. 


M. Caillauxf raised his average to 


$100,000,000 a year and it is under- 
stood the Americans reduced theirs 
from $165,000,000 to 
$157,000,000 a 


year. 
Both groups are 
joined in the 


opinion that no marked 
progress 
has been made to date, but the fi- 
nancial 
experts 
continue to pre- 
pare new schedules of hypothetical 
agreements, 
re-arranging the fig- 


ures., the French within the terms 
of their first proposal and the Am- 
ericans within the general outlnes 
of their offer. 
The 
American 
position broadly 
is understood to be that the French 
are being offered a schedule of pay- 
ments below that arranged in the 
funding of the British debt-, in re- 
cognition of the difficulties of the 
French position and that France Is 
able to meet them. 
To counter this the French assert 


they are not as 
well off as the 


British, cannot meet the payments 
and do not wish to 
enter an en- 
gagement they cannot keep.

Cage and Check Up Visitors To 


Prevent Other Break Attempts 


All was quiet and/ &derly at the 
state penitentiary Tuesday morn- 
Ing. 
Other than a hundred or so 


bullet marks, some blood stains, 
and the comparison of experiences 
there was little to Indicate that the 
prison Monday afternoon .was the 
scene of one of the bloodiest out- 
break attempts that has been made 
there In years. 
Warden Fenton was busy getting 


the stories 'of each of the guards 
and other witnesses as to ^rhat they 
saw of the desperate dash for free- 
dom made by the three convicts, 
Pred Brown, Roy Smith and Joe 
Guzwesc. 
, The Investigation proved to the 
"warden's satisfaction that the shot 
which killed 
Clarence E. 
Morse 


prison 
g-uard, was 
fired by Roy 


Smith. 
This had been the opinion 


of many of the witnesses, 
but it 


was verified this morning by John 
C. Boyd, prison postmaster, who 
was standing near Morse at the 
time he was killed, and who be- 
lieves that the shot was actually 
fired at himself. 
"Smith was standing guard over 


the 
men west 
of the cage door 


which leads from the chapel to the 
prison entrance," 
Boyd 
said. 
"I 


looked through the window once 
and saw Smith standing there with 
his gun. I ducked back and then 
looked through again As my head 
came in front of the window I saw 
Smith aim his gun at me. I ducked 
quickly and just then he fired. The 
bullet struck Morse who was try- 
ing to get out of range at Brown's 
shots. I am positive Smith killed 
Morse." 
Warden Fenton said that first 


degree murder charges would 
be 


filed against Smith and Guzwesc 
by County Attorney ilatson. The 
death penalty 
will probably 
be 


as'ked. Advocate* The Chair, 


"If they would use this electric 
chair out here a bit oftener there 
would be fewer instances o,f this 
kind ' Warden Fenton said. "These 
men were killers before they were 
sent here. 
What does the public 


expect them to do after they get 
here? 
Many 
of them are 
good 


prisoners but those who have once 
committed murder- may be expected 
to do it again." 


WaVden Fenton is laying plans 


for still further precaution against 
a similar attempt to escape. ,In the 
center of the old chapel, where the 
main attempt was made Monday, he 
is planning to place a steel cage in 
such a position that it will com- 


mand all four doors leading into 
the room.

Warden Fenton believes that the 


men had planned to use this as a 
bluff, but discarded it when thej 
they were able to get real guns 
and ammunition.

Warden Fenton praised the worK 
of his guards this morning. "Everj 
one of them was right in the thick 
of it an* took every risk to get the 
men. There is little possibility tha 
the convicts would have escapee 
even if they had not been stopped 
inside the walls," he said. Guard-s 
with shotguns and rifles had been 
stationed on the outside and from 
the signals of the wall men knew 
just where they were attempting 
to scale the wall.

Brown and Smith exhi- 
bited sucji a wanton disregard of results that it must 
be put down as the sheer insane outbreak of a di- 
seased and warped mind. 
^ In addition to its daring, there was a finesse and 
careful execution of plans by Gray, Morley and Dowd 
which was lacking in the spectacular attempt made 
by Smith and Brown. A brilliant

MINERS TURNING TO AGRICULTURE. 


Some of the anthracite ooal miners in Pennsylvan- 


ia arc evidently getting- tired of being in an industry 
which does not afford them regular employment and 
of having their work interrupted at more or less fre_ 
quent intervals by being called out on 
strike. So 


they are beginning to desert the coal fields and buy- 
ing small farms in the surrounding territory -with the 
expectation of moving upon the land with their fam- 
ilies and trying to win. a livelihood from its cultiva- 
tion. 


Many of the miners are 
foreign-born and 
came 


from the rural districts of their respective countries 
to the United States. 
For them the change in oc, 


cupation Is by no means an experimental step, ex- 
cept as it involves different methods of culture and 
different marketing conditions from what they were 
accustomed to in their native lands. They know how
